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INTRODUCTION 


HERE will need ſome reaſon to be aſſigned for opening this Volume with the 
Spurges, diſtinctly ſo called; fince it is the cuſtom to ſuppoſe them only one 
half of a Genus : but a very plain and abſolute one is ready. They form a per- 


ſect, and compleatly ſeparate one. Indeed there is not a more diſtin& Genus in all Vege- 
table Nature, 


They are now generally underſtood to be of the ſame kind with the Euphorbiæ, pro- 
perly ſo called; which make the end of our laſt Volume: and for the ſake of thoſe 
who may not think they know any thing unleſs they know it in the accuſtomed way, 
the received trivial names are here added, to each Species: any one may at his plea- 
ſure make theſe ſuch as they ought to be in reaſon : by putting TITHYMALUS 
in the place of EU PH OR BIA. But it is of leſs import to us who write an Engliſh 
Herbal; and would have our own Diſtinctions underſtood in our own Language. 


Nature has no where ſeparated a Genus from all others, by more apparent and un- 
alienable characters, than in this inſtance z they never could have been miſſed by any but 
from the ſtrange overlooking of a Central Flower ; which ſcarce any Author has men- 


tioned, or any figure hitherto repreſented ; though of ſuch plain diſtinction in an artifi- 
cial method; and of ſuch vaſt concernment in the order of Nature. 


In that great Scheme of things, which will follow the preſent preparatory Syſtem, the 
Spurges will be found the connecting Link which joins, in the ſame unbroken chain, 
the UMBRELLAS and other plants. I can remember when beginning theſe 
ſtudies, and purſuing the courſe of Nature ; to have wiſhed ardently for an Umbrella with 
a Central Flower : and to have wiſhed in vain, while books only were before me. Here 
is a whole Genus, and a large one, of ſuch Plants. Such is the difference between follow- 


ing books and things; between ſtudying Botany in the cloſet, and in the fields and 
Gardens. 


The Spurges have been always a very perplexed ſet of Plants ; even without the new 
confuſion of adding the proper Euphorbiæ to them; but when the diſtinctive characters 
are ſought in the peculiar manner of their growth; as we have found neceſſary in the Um- 
brellas and ſome other kinds, they are ſo obvious, that all confuſion ceaſes. 


Let any one lay a Plant of the Sun Spurge before him; or any other that is perfect, for 
particular parts are ſometimes abortive, and he will ſee the following things, which give 
the true marks of difference. 
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1. At the head of the Stalk a circle of Leaves, reſembling, more or leſs, thoſe on the 
other parts; but never perfectly the ſame with them. This circle is the Mantle; and it is 
very like that of Umbrellad Plants. 


2. From within this Mantle and round about the Central Flower, he will ſee a num- 
ber of Spokes or Branches; three, four, five, or more: theſe make the general Umbrell. 


3. At a certain height he will perceĩve theſe divide again; or certain other Spokes riſe 
from them. Theſe have their Central Flower, as the firſt; and they have alſo their 
Mantlet ; compoſed of Films, quite different from the Leaves of the Plant. Theſe make 
the partial Umbrell ; and where the ſubdiviſion or proliferous growth (call it which you 
pleaſe) ſtops here ; this is an UMBRELL ONCE SUBDIVIDED. 


4. In ſome Spurges even theſe ſecondary Spokes ſubdivide again ; affording once more a 
Central Flower, and ſubordinate Mantlet : this is the fartheſt diviſion nature reaches ; 
and may therefore be diſtinctly called the extream Umbrell; and a general Umbrell with 
theſe additions, we may call Twice SUBDIVIDED. The head of the former conſiſts of 
a general and partial Umbrell ; this latter of general, partial, and extream Umbrells. 


Theſe terms being underſtood, an unknown Spurge inſtead of being ſought among 
more than thirty Species, is brought at once into its ſeperate Section, and diſtin Line; 
and becomes only one of four or five. Hence it is eaſily known by its ſpecific character, 
and hence alſo the length of thoſe ſpecific characters, or names as they are — is avoid- 
ed; and a ſhort but abſolute diſtinction found for each.
